Excerpts  of  English  Abstract:  The  growing  oocytes  of  the  fish,  flaras- 
sius  auraturs,  have  been  studied  both  morphologically  and  histocheznl- 
cally.  The  results  obtained  are  given,  including  the  statement  that  it 
has  been  noticed  that  a  large  number  of  nucleoli  in  the  early  stages  of 
the  development  of  the  oocjrtes  are  generally  seen  spreading  toward  the 
periphery  of  the  nucleus.  They  are  filled  with  vacuoles.  The  nature 
of  these  vacuoles  is  still  unknown,  m  the  later  stages,  they  decrease 
in  number  and  are  concentrated  in  the  center  of  the  nucleus.  Only  the 
nucleus  of  the  oocytes  in  the  early  stages  of  the  development  can  be 
stained  with  methyl  green  and  give  positive  results  with  Feulgen's  tests.

Text  of  English  Abstract:  The  historical  account  of  population  studies 
has  shown  that  besides  the  natural  history  studies,  general  and  codh 
paratlve  physiology,  human  dermography  and  biometry,  a  recent  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  so-called  "eco-genetics"  might  be  considered  as  a  new 
branch  of  animal  population  ecology.  They  altogether  form  an  organic 
unit,  the  field  of  population  ecology.  Laboratory  and  theoretical  popu¬ 
lations  are  natural  outcomes  of  such  studies  and  they  constitute  indis¬ 
pensable  parts  of  modern  population  ecology.  The  introduction  of  lab¬ 
oratory  populations  and  of  the  idea  of  "theoretical  animal"  into  popu¬ 
lation  studies  are  all  necessary}  otherwise,  it  would  be  more  difficult 
to  find  out  the  real  mechanism  of  population  fluctuations.  The  misuse 
of  the  theoretical  model  is  not  due  to  the  model  itself,  but  rather  to 
the  misunderstanding  of  the  real  proposition  under  the  defined  condi¬ 
tions,  and  this  leads  to  wrong  conclusions.

It  la  also  pointed  cut  that  the  recent  trends  of  population  studies  have 
turned  their  attentions  largely  from  the  "deterministic"  models  to 
"stochastic"  models.  Such  a  development  has  cone  from  the  idea  that 
the  effect  of  chance  should  not  be  excluded  from  the  study  of  fluctua¬ 
tions  of  animal  populations.  It  is,  therefore,  expected  that  more  work 
will  be  done  along  this  line. 

However,  it  should  be  also  made  clear  that  laboratory  and  theoretical 
population  studies,  though  they  give  us  some  useful  information  and 
guides  for  the  studies  of  natural  populations,  cannot  substitute  the 
study  of  natural  populations.

Excerpts  of  English  Abstract:  Age  distribution  is  one  of  the  important 
characteristics  of  a  natural  population.  An  analysis  of  the  various 
age  classes  in  the  populations  enables  us  to  better  understand  factors 
bearing  upon  the  dynamics  of  the  populations. 

The  striped  field  mouse,  Apodemus  agrarious  mantchurlcus  Thomas,  is  one 
of  the  dominant  species  of  rodents  in  northeastern  China.  It  is  found 
inhabiting  agricultural  lands  at  the  plain  of  San-chlang,  but  in  the 
mountainous  regions  of  the  greater  Khingan  Ranges,  they  inhabit  human 
habitations  and  become  thus  known  as  "house  mice"  of  that  region. 

To  make  investigations  on  the  age  distribution  of  this  rodent,  the  pres¬ 
ent  author  collected,  in  the  summer  and  autumn  of  1957,  765  specimens, 
m  accordance  with  the  degree  of  eruption  and  wearing  of  the  upper  molar 
teeth,  five  different  age  groups  were  recognized.  This  age  grouping  was 
found  to  he  supported  from  statistical  analyses  of  such  characters  as 
body  weight,  body  length,  length  of  testes,  and  the  reproductive  index.

Excerpts  of  English  Abstract t  Our  present  knowledge  on  the  cladoceran 
fauna  of  China  is  still  scarce  and  fragmentary.  During  the  years  1958- 
1962,  we  obtained  a  considerable  number  of  plankton-material  collected 
from  almost  every  province  of  china.  These  valuable  collections  contain 
many  cladocerans  of  much  interest,  partly  because  there  are  found  some 
hitherto  unrecorded  species  from  certain  districts  and  partly  because 
we  are  enabled  to  know  some  important  facta  concerning  the  geographical 
distribution  of  the  fresh-water  cladocerans  of  China. 

According  to  our  investigations,  including  those  previously  made  by 
others,  US  species  of  the  fresh-water  Cladocera,  representing  7  fami¬ 
lies  and  39  genera,  are  at  present  known  in  China.  One  monogeneric 
family,  Leptodorldae,  is  represented  by  its  vicarial  species  in  china, 
while  the  other,  Holopedidae,  has  not  yet  been  found.  Chydoridae  is 
especially  rich  in  the  number  of  species.

Dendrltlo  keratitis,  tha  nost  oonmon  type  of 
herpes  simplex  of  the  oornea.  Is  an  aoute  rlrus  disease 
whloh  usually  Involves  one  eye  and  also  frequently  reours. 
Slnoe  the  extensive  use  of  stlmulln  In  reoent  years  In 
ophthalmology,  Inoldenoes  of  this  disease  also  seem  to 
become  relatively  higher  than  normal: 

At  the  onset  of  the  disease,  small  vesloles 
similar  to  herpes  simplex  ooour  on  the  oomeal  epithe¬ 
lium  and  faoe  and  lip  regions.  The  vesloles  soon  be- 
oome  ruptured  and  ulcerated  but  the  condition  Is  usually 
not  noticeable.  After  epithelium  la  oast  off,  shallow 
’  dendriform  ulcers  appeared  on  the  oornea,  fluoresoln 
stained  with  apparent  decrease  or  loss  of  corneal  sensa¬ 
tion.  :  Patient  complains  of  photophobia,  tearing  and 
pain  In  the  eye  region.  The  degree  of  pain  does  not 
run  parallel  to  the  ulcerations  and  sometimes  pain  still 
exists  when  oomeal  epithelium  does  not  color.  The  dis¬ 
ease  usually  takes  a  slow  course  and  repeated  attacks 
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may  ooour  1a  persistant  oases.  Some  may  become. ohronlo 
uloeratlons,  but  perforations,  however,  never  ooour.  In 
some  oases  the  oornea  Itself  may  be  Involved  and  may  even 
be  oomplloatedt  by  Iritis.  Some  also'  may  lead  to  glau- 
ooma  and  manifest  ollnloal  oharaoterlstlos  of  serpiginous 
uloer  of  oornea  If  secondary  bacterial  Infections  had 
takan  place. 

The  more  widely  employed  methods  of  treatment 
at  present  are  generally  as  follows:  (1)  Application 
of  oaustlo  agents  such  as  Iodine,  ether,  and  sine  sulfate 
trypsin  to  the  affected  oorneal  epithelium;  (2)  Use  of 
sulfonamides,  antibiotics,  and  other  ohemioal  agents;  (3) 
Stlmulln  therapy;  (4)  Repeated  vaoolnatlons  to  prevent 
recurrences :  and  (5)  Laminated  oorneal  graft  or  perfora¬ 
tion  graft,  used  in  ohronlo  recurrent  and  persistent 
oases.  These  methods  are  relatively  effective  In  certain 
cases,  whereas  reourrenoes  and  continued  deteriorations 
seriously  affecting  vision  still  ooour  In  some  other 
oases. .  This  article  Is  a  summary  on  the  13  oases  with 
relatively  persistent  dendritic  keratitis  treated  during 
the  patt  three  years.  All  of  these  patients  had  been 
treated  in  various  fraternal  hospitals  by  various  methods 
that  failed  to  control  the  Inflammation.  Some  oases  were 
transferred  to  this  hospital  with  the  formation  of  rela¬ 
tively  large  areas  of  ulcerations.  For  oases  In  this 
hospital,  all  western  medications  except  the  local  use 
of  atropln  drops  were  discontinued,  and  by  Flen-oheng 
Lun-ohlh,  the  traditional  method  of  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment,  herbs  were  selected  and  used  as  the  first  principle. 
Acupuncture  was  also  applied  In  a  few  oases  and  the  re¬ 
sults  were  fairly  satisfactory.  Following  Is  a  brief 
Introduction  on  the  traditional  medical  understanding  of 
this  disease  and  the  principles  In  discriminating  dlag- 
hosls  and  treatment  respectfully  awaiting  corrections  by 
fellow  workers. 

Traditional  Medical  Understanding  of  Dendritic  Keratitis 
Frlnolples  in  Discriminating  Diagnosis  and  Use  of  Drugs 
"Kou-t'eng  Yin**  (Unoarla  sinensis,  Vohl.  drink) 

(Experience  prescription  of  traditional  Chinese 
ophthalmologist  Lu  Nan-shan  (7120  0589  1472),  Shanghai) 

Is  the  principle  drug  used  in  amounts  according  to  the 
disease  condition.  The  prescription  Is  as  follows: 
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Aoupunoture  Therapy 

Aoupunoture  used  conjointly  not  only  promoted 
healing  of  keratitis  but  also  gave  immediate  relief  to 
photophobia,  tearing,  grinding  pains,  and  smarting  of 
eyes  as  well  as  aching  of  superolliary  bones  In  oases 
with  severe  symptoms;  In  certain  cases  with  palpebral 
spasms  and  severe  stimulating  symptoms  where  examinations 
were  Impossible,  aoupunoture  was  usually  first  given  In 
order  to  olear  the  way  and  at  the  same  time  relieve  the 
suffering  as  well. 

Introduotlon  to  the  13  Oases 

Of  these  13  oases,  ;10  were  male  and  three  female, 
age  ranged  from  li-to  36  with  an  average  of  26  years, 
Oeoupatloni  Laborer,  one;  student,  4;  cadres,  5;  soldiers, 
2;  and  children,  one  case.  All  13  oases  were  trans¬ 
ferred  from  various  fraternal  hospitals  and  all  with 
single  eye  involvemen;t,  nine  oases  having  a  history  of 
apparent  obld  prior  to  the  onset.  The  longest  duration 
of  disease  was  95  days  and  shortest, : five  days,  inolud* 

Ing  under  30  days  In  four  oases,  31-60  days  In  five  oases 
and  65-95  days  in  four  oases  (see  Table  2  below).  Be- 
oause  of  the  prolonged  course  of  the  disease,  persistent 
oonditions  or  recurrent  attacks,  portion  of  the  kerati¬ 
tis  had  already  progressed  into  large  areas  of  uloera- 
tlons  more  than  3  x  3  mm  In  size  in  six  oases,  the  largest 
reaching  6  x  7  mm  (see  Table  4  below),  'The  shortest  course 
of  treatment,  from  the  start  of  herb  therapy  till  fluores- 
oin  stain  negative  (abbreviated  to  "days  of  negative 
stain"  below)  was  four  days  and  longest, ‘105  days,  in¬ 
cluding  4-10  days  in  three  oases,  10-25  days  In  five 
oases,  48  days  in  two, oases,  89  days  and  105  days  one 
oase  eaoh,  and  no  record  in  one  ease  (see  Table  2  below). 
Aooording  to  traditional  clinical  symptoms,  they  may  be 
classified  Into  the  following  types;  7eng-je  type,  five 
oases;  Fehg-je  Chien  Ean-wang  type,  four  oases  and  Feng- 
Je  Ohlen  Ch'l-hsu  type,  four  oases  (see  Table  3  below).

Baaed  on  raoords  of  anoiant  treatment  of  aye 
diseases  together  with  personal  axperianoes,  the  author 
has  employed  aoupunotura  during  reo ant  years  in  the 
treatment  of  several  diseases  of  the  eye  with  fairly 
satisfactory  results.  Following  is  an  introduotion  to 
oase  examples  with  diagnoses  aooording  to  modern  medical 
terminology  together  with  the  principles  of  traditional 
disoriminating  diagnosis  and  treatment  to  serve  as  refer¬ 
ences  for  fellow  workers. 

(I)  Acute  oonjunotivitis:  Cured  on  the  third 
day. 

(II)  Slauoooat  Aoupunoture  applied  10  times 
resulted  in  a  fall  of  pressure  in  both  right  and  left 
eyes  to  25  mm  Hg.  After  48  applioations.  vision  in  right 
eye  was  1.2  and  left,  1.5*  Eye  pressure  in  right  side 
was  22  mm  Hg  and  left,  25  mm  Hg.  After  another  22  appli¬ 
cations  and  two  months  of  observations,  treatment  was  dis¬ 
continued  with  no  recurrent  attaoks.  Ho  follow-up  obser¬ 
vations  were  made  in  this  oase. 
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(III)  Retlnoohorolditls :  Symptoms  oompletely  dla- 
appemred  after  49  applioatlona  of  aoixpunoture.  Examina¬ 
tion  showed  vision  of  left  eyat  0.8.  Visual  fisldt  Blind 
spot  decreased  in  size.  Eye  sround:;  No  apparent  ohonses.

Aoupunoture  applied  53  times,  symptoms  fundamen¬ 
tally  disappeared  and  vision  recovery  of  right  eye  to 
0.05  and  left,  0*1.  Treatment  was  later  disoontinued 
on  aeoount  of  business. 

(V)  Retinal  hemorrhage: 

Aoupunoture  applied  70  times,  Subjeotlvely 
symptoms  fundamentally  disappeared  with  gradual  recovery 
of  general  oonditions.  Examinations  showed  that  Vision: 
right  eye,  1.0  and  left,  0.5.  Sye  ground:  Right  same  as 
before,  left  with  reduced  cloudiness  and  clearly  visible 
papillae  and  blood  vessels.

Ohronlo  uloers  usually  result  from  dilated' 
tortuous  veins  of  the  lower  extremities,  deep  burns,  or 
frost-bites  of  relatively  large  areas,  bedsores  and 
tuberoulous,  syphllltlo,  leprous  and  oanoerous  uloera- 
tlons.  From  Deosmbsr  1961  through  July  1962,  more  than 
20  oases  of  ohronlo  uloers  bad  been  treated  In  this 
hospital  with  beeswax-realgar.  Following  Is  a  report 
on  12  oases  of  whloh  records  are  oomplete.

After  the  treatment,  six  oases  recovered  com¬ 
pletely,  four  Improved  and  two  were  ineffeotive.

While  using  toad-oake  preparations  during  reoent 
years  In  the  treatment  of  certain  oral  diseases,  this  de¬ 
partment  has  dlsoovered  that  subjeotlrely  patients  sensed 
apparent  numbness  locally  where  this  drug  was  applied. 

We  ^hen  separately  ground  some  of, the  Ingredients  pre- 
sorlbed  for  local  anesthesia  used' in  traditional  surgery, 
prepared  each  into  .a  thin  paste  with  the  addition  of  50 
percent  aloohol  and  tested  on  ourselves  on  the  body  and 
tongue.

Tongue  diagnosis  has  always  been  emphasized  in 
the  Chinese  traditional  medlolne.  It  is  believed  that 
internal  ohanges,  suoh  as  the  Hsu  and  Shih  of  the  five 
viaoerae,  the  She.n  and  Ch'len  of  the  Liu-yin,  the  Ylng 
and  E'uel  of  the  Chin-i  and  the  Sheng  and  Shuai  of  the 
Oh'i-hsueh,  may  all  be  objeotlvely  refleoted  in  the 
changing  appearances  of  the  tongue.  During  recent  years, 
many  studies  on  tongue  diagnosis  have  been  Jointly  carried 
out  by  the  traditional  Chinese  and  western  scientists  and 
for  the  past  20  years,  scientists  elsewhere  have  also  put 
emphasis  on  tongue  and  tongue  coating  changes.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  Tboma  (1)  said;  "The  tongue  is  a  good  indicator 
of  reflecting  internal  disorders  in  an  organism,  better 
than  other  parts  of  the  oral  mucosa."  And  Burket  (2) 
said:  "The  tongue  is  a  mirror  reflecting  the  water  content 
and  intracellular  oxidations  in  the  body.",  etc.  This 
article  is  a  summary  on  recent  methods  of  studying  per¬ 
taining  to  tongue  diagnosis  which  have  appeared  in  litera¬ 
tures  here  and  elsewhere,  together  with  the  clinical  , 
applications  of  tongue  diagnosis  and  outlook  in  future

During  the  paat  few  yaara,  all  of  ua 
have  oontrlbuted  aooa  work  In  tbla  raapaot  with  definite 
aooompllahmant  In  tha  guldanoa  of  ollnloal  praotioa,  ele¬ 
vation  of  therapeutic  level,  and  health  protection.  How¬ 
ever,  viewed  from  tha  entire  raaecuroh  program,  thaoratloal 
atudiaa  of  Ohlnaaa  traditional  madlolna  ara  atlll  a  rela¬ 
tively  weak  link  In  all  of  thla.  Some  problama  atlll 
axlat  In  the  correlation  of  ollnloal  praotloas,  employment 
of  modem  aolantlflo  mathoda,  and  further  underataaidlng 
of  tha  aotual  oontanta.

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!•  Relation  between  Tbeoretloal  Studies  and 

Continuation  in  Developing  the  Legacy  of 
Chinese  i^aditional  Medicine 

To  carry  out  new  research  on  the  theories  of 
Chinese  traditional  medicine  is  itself  significant  in 
succeeding  and  developing' the  legacy  of  our  history  of 
medicine  and  will  be,  as  a  result,  very  beneficial  to  the 
advancement  of  our  medical  sciences.  For  example,,  the 
Shanghai  Medical  College  No  1  has  discovered  in  the  stu¬ 
dies  of  the  discriminating  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
functional  uterine  hemorrhage,  toxemia  of  pregnancy, 
neurasthenia,  bronchial  asthma,  lupus  erythematosus  and 
coronary  atheromatosis,  that  the  key  to  elevating  effects 
of  the  treatment  of  all  these  diseases  is  in  how  to 
better  master  '*Fu-shen".  However,  what  is  "Shen"  in 
actuality  in  traditional  medicine?  Although  these  are 
six  completely  different  clinical  disease  entities,  they 
are  nevertheless  all  effeotivaiy  treated  by  the  Fu-shen 
method,  and  they  therefore  believed  that  a  common  physical 
basis  must  exist  among  them.  The  sdrenocortlcotropln 
content  in  24  hr  urine. was  determined  in  all  oases,  and 
results  showed  a  lower,  than  normal  level  in  oases  where 
sjrmptoms  corresponded  to  Shen>>yang-hBu.  After  the  treat¬ 
ment,  when  symptoms  of  Sben-yang-hsu  were  improved  or 
corrected,  the  adrenoobrtlootropin  level  in  urine  also 
.gradually  returaed  to  normal.  In  animal  experimentations, 
the  Pu-shen-yang  prescription  was  also  found  to  promote 
the  secretion  of  adrenooortlootropin.  This  study  not 
only  has  succeeded  in  the  adoption  of  the  traditional 
Fu-shen  theory  but  also  preliminarily  manifested  the  fact 
that,  physically,  Shen  included  the  adrenocortical  func¬ 
tion  of  modem  medicine  and  also,  at  the  same  time,  pre¬ 
sented  a  modem  scientific  basis  for  the  traditional 
theory  of  using  the  same  treatment  for  different  disease 
entities.  Another  example  is  seen  in  the  following  method 
that  has  been  adopted  by  many  districts  to  treat  acute 
suppurative  infections  and  acute  abdominal  diseases. 
According  to  conditions,  Han-hsla-fa,  Wen-hsia-fa,  Ohun- 
hsia-fa  or  Huan-hsia-fa  was  employed  and  the  results  were 
very  good.  Take  acute  appendicitis,  for  instance!  the 
traditional  medical  recognition  is  that  this  disease  is 
generally  caused  by  Shih-Jo  Yu-ohl  and  Oh'i-hsueh  Yu-chi. 
The  use  of  rheum  padmatum  L.  and  paenla  slmor  drau^t  or 
cannabis  seed  preparation  which  means  to  aim  at  "Tung" 
in  the  method  of  attack,  to  increase  intestinal  peristalsis 
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promote  eeoretion  and'  ezoretlon  in  this  ease  produoed  a  ! 
relatively  satlsfaotory  affeot.  ^Is  principle  of  treat*: 
ment  is  exactly  the  opposite  to  what  modern  medloine  pro-; 
poses  in  aiming  at  "Ohing”  In  the  non-surgioal  method  to  ' 
minimize  Intestinal  peristalsis  and  reduce  the  secretion 
and  excretion*  Thus  these  was  broujght  forth  a  new  re¬ 
quisition  in  research  on  traditional  medical  theories* 

The  traditional  Hsia-fa  method  must  be  explained  on  a 
modem  scientific  basis  in  order  to  investigate  its 
mechanism  of  action  in  the  :treatmeni  of  acute  appendl- 
oitls  so  that  the  method  can  be  continually  improved  and 
its  effects  elevated*  At  the  present,  some  rebo'gnltions 
on  the  general  nature  of  Hsla-fa  have  already  been  reached 
through  olinlcal  and  experimental  studies.  It  is  now 
understood  that  Hsia-fa  is  effective  in  promoting  in¬ 
testinal  peristalsis,  improving  blood  circulation  of  the  i 
intestinal  wall,  and  regulating  intestinal  functions  and  ' 
also  some  antibacterial  effects  as  well*  However,  this 
is  only  part  of  Hsia-fa  and  others  such  as  "T'ang-yu", 
"Hsleh^jo,"  "Eung-shuai”  and  "Chu-yln**  are  also  included 
in  the  range  of  this  method  and  they  are  worthy  of  further 
investigations* 


Sue  to  the  limited  historical  conditions, 

Chinese  traditional  medicine  was  not  correlated  with  the 
modern  sciences,  and  the  theory  contents  are  still  very 
simple,  plain  and  intuitive  with  some  parts  logical  and 
also  some  illogical  as  well.  With  the  continued  progress 
in  the  collaborations  of  traditional  and  western  research, 
new  problems  are  bound  to  continually  appear,  and  these 
problems  which  have  evolved  from  actual  practice  naturally 
also  must  be  clarified  or  guided  tbebretically* 


While  many  traditional  medical  theories  of  the 
past  are  being  confirmed,  some  certain  ones  would  also 
be  supplemented,  corrected  or  even  disapproved*  Under 
these  clroumstanoes,  it  is  our  belief  that  if  results  of 
the  new  research  are  founded  on  a  solid  scientific  basis, 
we  then  have  no  right  to  reject  them*  Actually,  new 
opinions,  new  points  for  discussion  and  discarding  of 
inaourate  points  of  view  are  very  beneficial  and  posi¬ 
tively  significant  in  motivating  confirmatory  studies 
of  traditional  medloine. 


Of  course,  it  must  also  be  understood  that  all 
soientifio  developments  are  started  oh  the  basis  and 
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aohiavemenits  of  the.  predeoessors.  '  For  Instanoe*  Yah 
T'len-ahlh's  Wei-oh'l  Ylng-hsuah  and  Wu  Chu«t*ung's  San«* 
ohlaoi  used  as  principle  factors  In  diagnosing  Ven-plng» 
wars  brought  forth  6n  the  basis  of  now  praotloas.  Tbap 
wara  also  originated  from  adopting  theorias  of  Wal-oh'l 
Ylng-hsuah  and  San-ohlao  in  Nei-ohlna  and  Chang  Ohung- 
ohlng'a  Shang-han  Llu-ohln«  Plen-ohang.  Tharafore,  In 
studying  traditional  nadlolna,  whlia  Va  do  not  agraa  to 
adopt  tha  theories  Without  orltlalsms,  and  while  wa  be- 
llara  that  tha  oontbnts  are  untouchable,  va  also  do  not  . 
agree  to  criticize  lightly  and  Ignore  oomplataly  their 
systanatlc  learning' and  tha  adoption  of  their  legacy. 
These  two  ways  of  learning  are  both  Incorrect. 


II.  Use  of  Modern  Scientific  Methods  as  Tools 

In  the  article  "To  Ihoroughly  Comprehend  the 
Policy  of  Chinese  Traditional  Medicine,”  which  appeared 
25  January  1959.  In  the  editorial  of  Jen-mln  Jlh-py. 
(People's  Daily),  It  was  clearly  stated  thatt  "Modem 
scientific  methods  as  the  power  for  exploring  and  amepd-  ' 
Ing  this  treasure.”;  This  Is  a  rule  which  must ‘be  followed 
In  bur  studies  of  traditional  medicine.  Many  Instances . 

In  the  history  of  development  Indicated  that  advancement 
In  medicine  had  taken  place  after  the  absorption  of 
scientific  accomplishments  achieved  at  that  time.  For 
example,  the  Yln-yang  Vu-hsing  theory  was  a  foremost 
philosophical  Idea  of  the  "Warring  States”  era  and  the 
Oh'ln-han  period.  As  It  was  taken  into  the  medical  field 
and  utilized  to  explain  and  explore  the  various  medical 
patterns.  It  then  became  one  of  the  basic  theories  of 
traditional  medicine.  Another  example,  the  plll-reflnlng 
technique  used  during  the  Two  Tsln  Dynasties  and  the  Epoch 
of  the  North  and  South,  was:  very  well  developed;  hence 
medically,  drugs  of  metals  and  stones  wore  being  utilized 
and  respective  theories  developed  which  further  advanced 
traditional  medicine.  Present  knowledge  on  modern  natural 
sciences  such  as  physics,  chemistry,  anatomy,  physiology, 
biochemistry,  pathology,  microbiology  and  pharmacology, 
and  the  foremost  facilities  of  many  electronic  apparatus. 
Isotopes  as  well  as  a  complete  series  of  scientific  methods 
for  close  and  objective  comparisons,'  observations,  statis¬ 
tics  and  analysis,  have  made  It  possible  to  more  accurately 
and  -thoroughly  observe  and  study  the  ^various  cllnlceil 
phenomena.  As  long  as  we  collaborate  well  with  praotie- 
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alltjt  the  amending  prooess  and  the  reaearoh  program'  vlXl 
surely  eome  more  qulokly  and  be  better  developed. 

One  Important  content  of  the  so-called  modern 
scientific  method  Is  to  utilize  self-consciously  the 
viewpoints  and  methods  of  dialectic  materialism  and  his¬ 
torical  materialism  as  the  guiding  thoughts  In  solentlflo 
studies.  Research  of  Chinese  trauiltlonal  medicine  oaua 
only  In  this  way  belled  toward  the  right  direction.  For 
example I  the  utilization  of  the  Mao- sun  rules  In  explor¬ 
ation  of  the  Yln-yauag  theory,  the  suggestion  of  unifica¬ 
tion  of  the  Nel-yln  and  Wal-yln  In  etiology  of  diseases, 
the  hypothesis  on  the  relation  between  the  Chlng-lo  of 
skin  and  viscera,  as  well  as  the  medical  viewpoint  on 
correlation  of  local  part  with  the  whole  body  auxd  of 
Tung  with  Ching,  are  all  significant  theoretically  and 
as  guides  for.  practical  purposes.  It  must  be  noted  here 
that  plain  and  forcible  use  of  the  philosophical  terms  .. 
Is  to  be  avoided  and  that  neglect  of  concrete  solentlflo 
studies  will  result  in  subjective  Idealism. 


III.  Correlation  between  Thsoretloal 

Studies  of.  Chinese  Traditional  Medi¬ 
cine  and  Clinical  Fractlce 

Clinical  studies  of  Chinese  traditional  medicine 
are  very  closely  connected  with  tne  traditional  medical ' 
theories.  Proceedings  of  present  research  should  be 
centered  on  systematic  conclusions  of  clinical  results 
which  are  the  fundamental  base  for  theoretical  studies. 

The  history  of  Chinese  traditional  medicine  has 
shown  that  development  and  advancement  of  the  traditional 
theories  were  founded  on  the  basis  of  the  wide  clinical 
practice  of  the  generations,'  and  that  the  theories  were 
continually  enriched  and  elevated  by  actual  examinations 
of  physicians  of  later  eras.  For  example,  Chang  Chung- 
ohlng*s  theory  of  Llu-ohlng  Plen-cheng  was  a  ooncluslon 
based  on  experiences,  obtained  from  'significant  amounts 
of  medical  activities.  Others,  such  as  Liu  Ho-chlen  s 
Chu-huo  Lun.  LI  Tung-huan's  p*l-wel  Lun  and  the  Ohlng 
Smastv’s  tten-plng  Hsueh-shuo.  were  all  obtained  In  the 
sane  manner .  During  >  rec  ent  years ,  bone  results  have 
been  achieved  In  the'' theoretical  studies  which  were  closely 
correlated  with  clinical  practice,  'i 
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Cllnloal  praotlee  is  not  ^n  unoomplloatsd 
equivalent  of  theoretloal  studlea.  The  prooes's  of  the-  ; 
orlzlng  of  emplrloal  understandings  obtained  from  prao-  ^ 
tioe  is  a  big  leap*  and  also  a  theory  must  be  drawn  fromr 
numerous  repeated  large  amounts  of  data  after  repeated 
oonsiderationa,  summations*  and  analyses.  For.  example*  ' 
in  the  study  of  large  numbers  of  diseases  suoh  as  pul¬ 
monary  tuberoulosiB*  diabetes*  neurasthenia  and  hyper¬ 
tension*  oharaoterlsed  by  Shen-yin-hsu*  one  method  is  to  < 
observe  the  common  changes  occurred  in  the  cllnioal  courses 
of  these  diseases  in  the  pathologic  physlologloal  and 
biochemical  aspects  for  further  understanding  of  the 
Shen-yin-hsu.  And  than  prove  these  points  in  the  cli¬ 
nical  practice.  (General  discussions  of  Shen-yin-hsu 
apart  from  ooncrete  oases  would  be  not  profound.  In 
addition*  many  theories  may  also  often  be  drawn  from  the 
studies  of  tbsrapeutlo  patterns  of  various  types  of  dis- 
criminating  manifestations  of  a  certain  disease.  For  ex¬ 
ample*  obsarva.tions  in  the  study  of  ulcers  by  the  Peiping 
Medical  College  Hospital  No  1  showed  that  oases  may  be 
divided  into  the  P'l-wei  Hsu-jo  or  P'l-wel  Hsu-han 
(Cheng-hsu  Vei-ohu)  and  P'l-hsu  Ch'i^-ohih  (Oheng-hsu 
Hsleh-shlh)  types.  Apparent. differences  in  the  types  of 
higher  nervous  activity*  functional  state  cf  vegetative 
nerves*  functional  state  of  gastrointestinal  tracts  as 
shown  by  X-rayS|  and  17  ketone  content' of  urine  were 
found  among  the  patients.  Hence  it  showed  tha^  the 
traditional  prescription  of  Wen-wei  Ohien-p'i  had  an 
apparent  action  of  reducing  the  excitability  of  the  para¬ 
sympathetic  nerves  and  slightly  increased  that  of  the 
sympathetic  nerves,  so  that  they  might  be  equalized  and 
returned  or  approximated  to  normal.  :  This  research  when 
correlated  with  clinical  studies  presented  some  very  bene¬ 
ficial  results  to  the  traditional  theory  of  P'i-wei  Hsu- 
shih.  Another  example*  in  the  combined  treatment  of 
diabetes*  the  disease  can  now  be  controlled  as  a  re¬ 
sult  of  whole  body  treatment  according  to  the  Ylng-yang 
Haiao-ohang  and  Han-Je  Chuan-hua  without  too  many  serious . 
changes  in  the  patient's  diet.  Many  problems  such  as 
the  pathologic  physiological  basis  for  the  Yin-yang  Hslao- 
ohang  and  Han-Je  Chuan-hua*  the  mechanism  of  whole  body 
treatment,  and  the  relation  between  the  functional  state' 
of  the  whole  body  and  insulin  secretion,  etc.  are  deserving 
of  study.  Evidently*  clinical  practice  will  always  be  a 
very  important  link  in  the  studies  of  traditional  medical 
theories  starting  from  either  the  clinical  aspect  toward 
the  theories*  or  vice-versa.  Of  course*  putting  in  order 
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the  anoient  medical  literature  and  so  to  understand  the 
standard  reached  and  maintained  by  our  predecessors  Is 
also  very  Important  In  future  studies  of  traditional 
theories.  Viewing  collectively,  however,  this  is  not 
the  main  road  for  research.  Literature  material  will 
be  of  more  significance  only  ;when  collaborated  with 
large  amount  of  cllnloal  practice  that  confirms  and  ele¬ 
vates  the  therapeutic  results.  In  addition,  therapeutio 
patterns  and  mechanisms  must  be  further  explored  to 
amplify  and  expand  the  original  theories. 


IV.  Zmphasls  on  Soientlfio  Experimentations 

Scientific  experimentation  is  a  method  of  study¬ 
ing  natural  sciences  and  weighs  significantly  in  their 
advancement.  Experimentation  has  the  advantage  of  con¬ 
trolling  the  material  accurately  and  of  creating  many 
oomplex  conditions  neoessary  for  research  but  difficult 
to  obtain  in  human  bodies.  VTith  the  conditions  under 
control,  certain  phenomenon  and  its  immanent  correla¬ 
tions  may  be  more  carefully  and  systematically  observed 
and  exposed.  For  example,  to  explain  the  origin  of  classi¬ 
fication  of  hypertension  in  the  traditional  medicine,  the 
Yang-hsu,  Yln-hsu  or  Yang-k'ang,  conditions  similar  to 
hypertensive  state  in  man,  may  be  produced  by  cauteriza¬ 
tion  of  the  adrenal  oortex,  ligation  of  the  renal  artery 
or  other  methods  that  disturb  higher  nervous  activities 
in  experimental  animals.  Under  these  specific  conditions, 
immanent,  correlations  and  various  related  problems  may  be 
further  studied.  Moreover,  scientific  experiments  can 
usually  be  repeated  to  fully  confirm  a  certain  problem, 
showing  that  it  is  a  superior  and  neoessary  task. 

Some  believed  that  there  is  after  all  a  difference 
between  scientific  and  clinical  experimentations  and 
doubted  that  if  results  on  localized  experiments  done  in 
relatively  simple  environment  could  be  applied  to  the 
oomplex  human  body.  Undoubtedly,  differences  in  this 
aspect  must  be  fully  estimated,  but  it  is  no  reason  for 
neglecting  the  practical  signifloanoe  of  soientlfio  ex¬ 
perimentations.  Because  if  there  were  no  low-level, 
simple  and  localized  understandings  on  oertain  objects, 
higher  level,  oomplex  and  whole  body  understandings  would 
be  not  possible.  If,  for  example,  we  want  to  explain  the 
physical  state  of  the  viscera  "P'i,"  we  must  first  clarify 
"F'i-ohu  Yhn-hua,  F'i-oh'l  shang-sheng,  P'l-wei  Shih-t'u, 
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P*l-t*uns-h8ueh,  P'l-ohu  S2u-ohlh  Ohi-Jou,  Oh*l-hua 
Tsal-oh'un  and  P'i-vel  Hou-t'ian  Chlh-pen*"  a  'series  of  . 
Shlh-ohlh  BO  that  a  proper  and  relatively  ooDplete  eon*  ' 
elusion  may  be  drawn  on  "P'l".  We,  therefore,  must 
understand  that  soientiflo  experimentations  of  a  localized 
problem  la  an  Important  route  In  helping  us  to  obtain  a  . 
oomblned  understanding  of  the  whole  body.  In  theoretical . 
studies  of  traditional  medicine,  scientific  experimental  " 
tlohs  are  as  Important  a  route  and  method  as  clinical 
practices.  Of  course,  concirets  situations  must  be  care- 
fully  correlated  and  should  not  be  forcibly  or  carelessly 
carried  out  when  results  of  experiments  are  applied  to 
the  human  body. 


V.  Scientific  Hypothesis 

Frequent  presentations  of  scientific  hypo¬ 
theses  are  very  Important  In  the  study  of  theories  of 
Ohlnese  traditional  medicine.  Many  great  scientific 
development  and  discoveries  Were  proiven  from  the  hypo¬ 
theses.  In  the  history  of  the  development  of  Ohlnese 
traditional  medicine,,  various  viewpoints  had  been  boldly 
presented  according  to  their  own  experiences  by  many 
physicians.  For  example,  the  Huo  was  regarded  as  the  first 
principle  by  Liu  Ho-ohlen  and  the  Yln-hsu  and  T'an  as 
first  principles  by  Ohu  Tan-bsl,  and  etc.  These  view¬ 
points  represented  an  hypothesis  in  nature  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  and  later  became  theories  of  certain  classes  after 
clinical  supports  were  obtained.  Today  we  must  study 
the  theories  of  Ohlnese  traditional  medicine  by  scientific 
methods  and  investigate  the  soientiflo  bases  of  the  theories. 
Ancient  literatures  do  not  fulfill  the  requirement  In 
this  aspect  «wd  so  we' must  start  from  the  practical  stand¬ 
point.  We  must  utilize  hypotheses,  imaginations,  and  In¬ 
ductions  of  exlatlug  ollnioal  experiences  or  experimental 
studies  to'  present  our  own  op4.i^lons  on  certain  theoret¬ 
ical  or  clinical  problems  so  that  observations  may  be 
carried  out  on  future  practice  or  expi'^lments.  During 
recent  years,  a  number  of  persons  have  made  efforts  in 
this  respect.  For  example,  spme  believed  that  cerebral 
cortex  not  oxxly  Is  related  to  the  internal  organs  but 
also  to  the  Ohlng-lo  of  the  organs.  Also,  some  believed 
that  the  Hing-men  is  the  master  of  functional  regulations 
of  the  organism.  Those  hypotheses  are  all  very  well 
welcomed.

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Researoh  studies  do  not  mean  simply  a  repetition 
of  the  past.  They  are  new  explorations  of  unknown  patterns 
of  matters  without  renounoing  the  olasslos  or  parting 
from  prlnolples.  Of  course  bold  presentation  of  hypo¬ 
theses  Is  not  the  same  thing  as  unfounded  foolish  thoughts 
and  vain  Imaginations.  They  are  brought  forth  In  a  seri¬ 
ous  manner  and  with  great  oare  after  analyses  and  indue- 
tlons  have  been  carried  out  on  a  large  amount  of  facets  ■ 
and  on  the  basis  of  learning  and  adopting  experiences  of 
the  predecessors.  Feeu:*  to  think  and  the  entertainment 
of  foolish  thoughts  are  both  Incorrect. 

Conclusion:  Traditional  medioal  theories  are 
like  a  piece  of  red  string  threading  through  the  rich 
medical  knowledge  of  various  departments,  and  therefore 
studying  and  exploring  these  theories  Is  an  important 
link  that  must  not  be  missed  In  the  development  of 
Ohlnese  medioal  solenoes. 

Theoretical  studies  of  Chinese  traditional 
medicine  Is  a  new  exploring  tool  for  researoh.  Based  on 
clinical  practice,  any  small  aohievement  attained  In  this 
field  should  be  welcomed  and  enoouraged  and  not  to  be 
disregarded  lightly  because  of  lack  of  precedence.  Blf- 
.  ferent  opinions  should  be  sincerely  presented,  discussed, 
leeurned,  and  supplemented  to  further  clarify  the  view¬ 
points  which  are  of  great  significance  In  guiding  cli¬ 
nical  practice,  elevating  medioal  therapy  and  adopting 
and  expanding  Chinese  traditional  medicine.

In  February  of  this  year,  DTIC  provided  the  CIA  Declassification  Center  with  a  referral 
list  of  CIA  documents  held  in  the  DTIC  library.  This  referral  was  a  follow  on  to  the  list  of 
National  Intelligence  Surveys  provided  earlier  in  the  year. 

We  have  completed  a  declassification  review  of  the  “Non-NIS”  referral  list  and  include 
the  results  of  that  review  as  Enclosure  1 .  Of  the  220  documents  identified  in  our  declassification 
database,  only  three  are  classified.  These  three  are  in  the  Release  in  Part  category  and  may  be 
released  to  the  public  once  specified  portions  of  the  documents  are  removed.  Sanitization 
instructions  for  these  documents  are  included  with  Enclosure  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  documents  addressed  in  Enclosure  1,14  other  documents  were  unable 
to  be  identified,  DTIC  then  provided  the  CDC  with  hard  copies  of  these  documents  in  April  2004 
for  declassification  review.  The  results  of  this  review  are  provided  as  Enclosure  2.
